HERE  ARE  YOUR  INSTRUCTIONS 

for  getting  to  camp.  Read  the  following  material  carefully  and  take  this  copy  of 
The  Founder  Fire  with  you  to  camp,  especially  if  you  are  driving.  Be  sure  to  fol¬ 
low  these  directions  for  driving  into  camp.  The  map  given  below  shows  the  best 
route  to  follow. 


AFTER  JUNE  15  ADDRESS  ALL  COMMUNICATIONS  PERTAINING  TO  MERROWVISTA  TO 
CAMP  MERROWVISTA,  CENTER  OSSIPEE,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 
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ALL  CAMPERS  AND  LEADERS  ARE  EXPECTED  TO  BE  IN  CnMP  AT  STARTING  TIME 

Boys1  Camp  opens  Sunday,  June  25 

Girls 1  Camp  opens  Sunday,  July  9 

The  first  official  session  of  the  camp  is  held  at  5:30  PM  on  the  opening  day  of 
camp.  Do  not  plan  to  come  before  the  above  dates,  unless  unavoidable  circum¬ 
stances  make  it  necessary  to  do  so.  Meals  will  be  served  at  nominal  cost  to  those 
who  must  arrive  early. 

DRIVING  TO  CAMP 

We  are  planning  to  close  the  road  between  Center  Ossipee  and  Camp  Merrowvista, 
and  will  hereafter  make  the  road  between  Tuftonboro  and  Danhole  Pond  our  official 
entrance  to  Camp  Merrowvista. 

Make  Tuftonboro  your  general  objective  point.  If  you  come  from  points  south,  you 
will  probably  use  Highway  $28,  If  you  route  through  Wolfeboro,  follow  Highway  $28 
for  9.3  miles  to  a  point  where  the  road  to  Tuftonboro  takes  a  sharp  left  turn. 

Then  follow  through  to  Tuftonboro  and  look  for  Camp  Merrowvista  sign  leading  from 
the  highway  to  camp.  By  following  the  directions  given  on  the  map  and  watching 
your  mileage  carefully  between  points,  you  will  be  sure  to  make  connections  with¬ 
out  any  trouble,  even  though  you  should  miss  the  camp  signs. 

TRAVELING  BY  TRAIN  OR  BUS 

Campers  traveling  all  the  way  by  train  or  bus  are  given  permission  to  arrive  in 
camp  on  Saturday  afternoon  preceding  the  opening  date  of  camp,  there  being  no 
Sunday  trains  to  Mountain  View.  Campers  will  be  cared  for  overnight  at  no  addi¬ 
tional  charge,  but  a  nominal  rate  of  sixty  cents  will  be  made  for  the  two  addi¬ 
tional  meals. 

If  you  are  coming  by  way  of  Boston,  take  Boston  &  Maine  train  or  bus  from  North 
Station  to  Mountain  View,  New  Hampshire.  Inquire  about  the  advantage  of  purchas¬ 
ing  a  round-trip  ticket.  There  may  be  a  Summer  Tourist  Rate.  There  will  be  auto 
connections  from  Mountain  View  to  camp.  The  train  schedule  at  the  time  of  the 
release  of  this  issue  of  The  Founder  Fire  is: 

Leave  Boston,  12:15  PM  (Eastern  Standard  Time)  -  Saturday  only 
Arrive  Mountain  View,  3:27  PM  (Eastern  Standard  Time)  " 

Be  sure  to  check  at  railroad  ticket  office  for  possible  change  in  schedules. 

(Note  -  all  train  and  bus  schedules  are  Eastern  Standard  Time  which  is  one  hour 
slower  than  Daylight  Saving  Time.) 

IMPORTANT  -  Campers  planning  to  arrive  on  Saturday  train  are  required  to 
notify  Camp  Director  (at  Camp  Merrowvista,  Center  Ossipee,  New  Hampshire)  in  order 
that  transportation  may  be  provided  from  railroad  station  to  camp,  a  distance  of 
six  miles.

1.  Be  sure  to  send  mail  in  plenty  of  time  to  reach  camp  before  your  arrival. 

Wrap  carefully.  Duffel  bags,  strong  corrugated  boxes,  etc.,  good  for  mailing. 

2.  Films,  notebooks  and  paper,  camp  stationery,  camp  postcards  and  stamps  may  be 
purchased  at  the  camp  store.  If  you  bring  your  own  notebook,  bring  ample 
supply  of  paper  to  fit.  Sheets  should  be  not  smaller  than  5”  x  8” . 

3.  Do  not  have  candy  or  food  mailed  to  you  at  camp.  You  will  have  plenty  to  eat 
at  mealtime .
